Tn the early part of the war, one dark Satur- 
day morning in the dead of winter,there died 
at theCommercial Hospital,Cincinnati,a young 
Woman over whose head only two and twenty 
summers had passed. She had once been 

seessed of an enviable share of beauty; 
bad been, as she herself eaid, ‘flattered and 
sought for the charms of her face ;—but,alas ! 
upon her fair brow had Jong been written 
that terrible word—prostitute! Once the 
bride of respectable parentage,her first wrong 
step was the small beginning of the ‘same 
old story over again,’ which has been the 
only life history of thousands.

URIGHTON—DisTURBANCK IN

run through the audience, Thg attendants 
about the chapel were constantly wander 

ing tound, | scrutivizing suspiciopely 
faces of strangers who, on their parts, were 
evidenUly muméntarily; looking for some 
unwonted “sensation,” “Yesterday, morn— 
ing |thein belief that,“something” wonld 
occur was bot/disuppointed,, Bofore any 
prayers were read pkoceasion of the per- 
sons) officiating in the service—numbering 
nearly thirty in all—elad in vestments of 
Various ,colprs, and preceded by aman 
carrying a cross, walked elow)y, round the 
church. » Mr. Purchass came negrly last. 
A boy swung incense before him, ‘The pro- 
cession had gone nearly round the church, 
the whole place being filled with the smoke 
ofthe incense, when a man started up in 
one of the pews and held aloft what ap- 
peared to bea placard. He at the same 
time shouted out some remark, and was 
thought by those near him to be about to 
throw a book at Mr, Purchass’ head. A rush 
was made at him, and instantly a scene of 
wild excitement and disorder was witness- 
ed. The whole congregation arose and left 
their pews, the priests and choristers fled 
precipitately to the altar, Mr. Purchas 
among them, and the man with the placard 
was seized by at least a score of hands. The 
doorkeepers and attendants seemed to be 
prepared fora disturbange ef this kind ; 
for several of them hastened to their seats 
and brought out thick staves, with which 
they repaired to the pew where the fight 
was going on. The noise these men made 
and the cries of the people threw the 
whole congregation into a state of agita— 
tion. There wasasbarp struggle to got 
the man who began the disturbance out of 
the building. He resisted vigorously,cling— 
ing fast to the top of the pew in which he 
was seated, and crying at the top of his 
voice, “You brutes, let me go.” At last he 
was carried on men’s shoulders out of 
the place. And the police were sent for. 
The organ was played and an attempt was 
made to resume the service, but for some 
few minutes the effort was yery unsuccess- 
ful. Mr. Purchass, at a subsequent period 
of the service, read a few prayers, but in a 
tremulous voice, which revealed how much 
he was agitated. His face was perfectly 
white. As it turned out, there was no need 
for these alarms. The one sturdy Protest- 
ant being remoyed by the neck and the 
heels, there was no further interruption of 
the service, The priests changed their 
robes repeatedly, the high candles were 

lighted, clonds of incense again filled the 
chapel, and at the end Mr. Purchass was 
able to make an appeal for money “ for the 
sustenation of the service in the chapel,” 
in tolerably firm voice. In the evening a 
great number of the regular attendants, a8 
well as some hundreds of strangers, found 
themselves shut out of the chapel altogether. 
The incident of the morfing was spread 
about in the town in a variety of exagger- 
ated and absurd forms, and the result was, 
that notwithstanding the pouring rain, a 
considerable mob gathered round the 
building. The doors were shut before the 
regular hour of service, and guarded by 
the police. Without, a little crowd of boys 
yelled and shouted, much to the distur- 
bance of the service, no doubt ; and if the 
rain had not befriended Mr. Purchass, 
matters might have been much worse. It 
1s but too probable that the peace of the 
town will be broken ere long if some 
modification of the service is not made.— 
Admission to the services is now obtained 
by ticket. 


A Rivualistic Mass. 


The English Ritualists have adopted the 
word Mass” for their celebration of the 
Communion service. A nighsighted Roman 
Catholic priest, a stranger to Brighton, 
mistook St. Michael's in that city for a 
Catholic church, where he was going to say 
a low mass. Attributing the apparent want 
of holy water at the entrance to the fault 
of the architect, or to his own near-sighted- 
ness, he went up the side isle, catching a 
glimpse of a vested priest at the ™ingh al- 
tar,” and entered the sacristy. Here he 
asked of an attendant if he could say mass 
there that morning.

Second—The expedition from Boston 
will consist of eight hundred men, unarm- 
ed, but well officered by men who have 
served in New England regiments. These 
men will also take with them twenty days’ 
provisions, so as to enable the Cuban patri- 
ots to remain in their defences and resist 
the Spanish veterans. If possible, a bat- 
tery of small howitzers will accompany 
this part of the general movement. 

But the main and most important move- 
ment will be from New Orleans, the Mobile 
contingent co-operating with the principal 
column from Louisiana. 

Three thousand men will leave New 
Orleans in fifteen days from this date. They 
will be conveyed by a large and fast screw 
steamer, and with her, or at a different day 
or night, another fast vessel will sail, carry- 
ing stores, artillery, and provisions for five 
thousand men. This body will be under 
General Harry Hays, or General Charles F. 
Henningsen, of Nicaraguan and Hungarian 
revolutionary fame. 

Colonel James Kerrigan, formerly of the 
Twenty fifth New York Infantry, is to have 
a xeparate command in the New York con- 
tingent. Colonel Gibbons has been the 
recipient of ninety-four letters, offering 
assistance, within the past few days, and 
two well known merchants in this city 
have offered $60,000 worth of shot and 
ammunition towards the cause. 


Plan for the Rescue of Whelan, 


The Toronto Telegraph warns the author- 
ities against any attempt to rescue 
Whelan. It says the guards around the 
gaol are not nearly strong enough, Every— 
one knows that there are men in the com- 
munity who sympathize with the murderer 
—men who glory in his crime—men who 
rejoice that he shot down Thomas D'Arcy 
McGee—and men who are desperate enough 
to nsk their lives in attempting his rescue. 
The authorities know this, and let us tell 
them something in addition thereto,which, 
perhaps, they do not know. These des- 
perate men—these sympathisers and abet- 
tors of murder and treason have even now 
prepared a plot for the rescue of Whelan. 
Since his conyiction there has been a gang 
of ruffians organized in Montreal for the 
special purpose of attempting his rescue,— 
They have assistants in Ottawa and Toron- 
to. Since the prisoner has been brought 
to this city, the portion of the gang here 
have been devising come scheme for his 
rescue, Whether they bave settled’on a plan 
igas yet unkoown ; but that they intend 
making the attempt is beyond a doubt.— 
They ure men who will stop at nothing. 
They have sworn to preserve Whelan’s life 
at the risk of their own, and they are des— 
perate enough to keep their word. The 
prisoner's time is drawing short, On Dec. 
10th, he ia to be hanged,should a new trial 
not be ordered; so that the conspirators 
have no time to lose, They must make 
the attempt now or never, At the gaol 
twenty or thirty such men, fully armed, 
might accomplish much, while the city was 
sleeping. The gaol isin a quiet place— 
far removed from assistance in case of ne- 
cessity—and {ts doors might be battered in 
and the prisoners released before help could 
be sent down, That the attempt 1s to be 
made is beyond a doubt. 

The Telegraph in confirmation of its 
fears says: “Our Montreal correapondent 
telegraphs that a number of notorious 
roughs—Wwho were prominent in the elec- 
tion riots in Montreal West, when Mr, Mc-

Conspiracy in the Kingston 
Penitentiary—-One Man Shot. 


On the night of the 25th inst., a bold at- 
tempt was made by the convicts in the Pro- 
vincial Penitentiary situated 10 Kingston, 
to make good their escape, which resulted 
ina failure, and the of one of the 
prisoner's lives, Upon the inquest the fol- 
lowing facts came to light. 

Henry Connelly, a guard, was sworn— 
Was on duty last night and the early part 
of this morning, was in the south wing and 
about a quarter to one o'clock, one of the 
other guards came running to him and 
said, “Look out, the prisoners have broken 
out of their cells ;” he looked up to the 
gallery above, and saw one of the prison- 
ers endeayouring to cut the rope of the 
alarm bell, called out to him to surrender 
and ran up stairs after him ; when witness 
arrived there the convict was gone, and 
witness followed on in the direction he 
thought the convict had taken ; it was in 
the southwest range; came down then 
into the fourth range and looked over the 
railing and saw the conyict endeavoring to 
pick the lock of the wicket door leading 
out of the dome; called again to him t 
surrender ; he did not apewer, When wit 
ness fired a round ffom his revolver ; the 
convict still persis'ed in his object, when 
witness fired a second round; the convict 
then gaye over, and ran down the west 
wing and witness followed, and found the 
convict on the ground floor lying on his 
back, his feet towards the stove, and his 
head towards the porth; he was not yot 
dead ; witness then gave the alarm to the 
Warden, and told him that one or the con- 
yicts was shot ; the Warden came down 
with witness, and as soon as he (the War- 
den) saw the conyict he sent for Mr, Hulli- 
day, the hospital keeper, who came ina 
few minutes, and gave it as his opinion that 
the man was dead ; could not tell whether 
his was the fatal abot ns there were other 
shots fired by the guards; upon examina- 

mof the decensed false keys were fuund 

) his person, The rope of the bell was 
cut and fastened to the banister to prevent 
it making « noise by its fall. 

It ie strange that though important facta 
were known to McCarty, a keeper in the 
shoe department, he did not inform the 
Warden, he said he “had previously been 
informed by convicts that there were con— 
victs on the north aide of the west wing in 
the prison who could open their coll duora, 
but witness did not believe it, which was 
the reason he did not notice it. One of the 
convicts who told him was Solomon Alvert; 
did not trouble the Warden with the cir~ 
cumstance, The informant also said the 
convicts were In the habit of going into 
each other's cella.” 

The evidence of this witness shew a great 
laxity of discipline in the prison, and that 
ho iw unworthy of confidence, and should

Another aoe in the Peniten- 


The News of Dec, 1st says: ** Another 
plot among convicts of the Penitentiary 
was discovered on Monday, fortunately in 
time to render it abortive. It was planned 
that ot dinner time some of the convicts 
should throw in the eyes of the guards 
present, steel filings and snuff, thus tem- 
porarily blinding them, when « general 
rash of the prisoners was to be made, and 
the guards disarmed and secured. Theie 
willshortly be a strict investigation into 
the present state of the prison and the 
character of the guards, The inquiry we 
are informed is at the instance of the mi 
jority of the guards themselves, who hi 
petitioned the inspectors for the investiga 
tion from a wish to place their own charac- 
ters publicly above suspicion, and to seru- 
tinize that of, at least, one oftheir member 
with whose conduct the petitioners are 
dissatisfied.” 7 

Tn addition to the above, the Wig says: 
“A second conspiracy, but one nut so for— 
midable as the first, was frustrated at the 
Penitentiary on Saturday morning last. 
About five o'clock a light appeared in one 
of the convict’s cells, and this attracted the 
notice of a guard, who repaired to the cell 
and brought forth a full-fledged Indian, A 
conyict, whose hope of escape was stronger 
than his foresight, had improvised an In~ 
dian costume after a crude notion of his 
own, to aid him in astrike for liberty. The 
“make up” consisted of a bed blanket for 
acovering, the traditional leggings, red 
paint for the face and other little etceteras, 
though the head~dress was dispensed with 
ag an unnecessary consideration. This was 
his idea; he was to wear the blanket and 
leggings under his convict’s dress out to 
the Penitentiary quarry, where he worked 
daily, and when the laxityof the guards 
surveillance gave the opportunity he was 
to slope off to the nearest woods, and there 
discard the Government suit and apply the 
red paint, Then of course he thought his 
unapproachable attire would completely 
bide bis identity, and he would secure the 
priceless boon he sought, But fate is arbi- 
trary in its ways, for when the convict had 
donned the costume on Saturday morning 
his curiosity led him to light a match in 
ordor to have a glance at its stunning effect 
before hiding it, the guard inopportunely 
interrupted him, The fittest punishment 
for thia little conspiracy at the time, would 
have been to march him out betore his tel- 
low convicts in that plight, to bear their 
jeers and ridicule

Whatlen’s Case. 


The argument in this case was heard on 
Friday, before the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
Toronto, The Judges present were Cluef 
Justice Richards, and Justices Morrison and 


Adam Wilson. Long before the Court 
opened it was crowded with spectators. 
Every one appeared anxious to see the pri- 
soner, and when he was brought into Court 
alleyes were directed towards him. He 
bore the scrutiny, unflinchingly, though 
during the progress of the argument he 
appeared restless and ill-at-ease.

Mr. Christopher Robinson, Q. C., and Mr. 
O'Reilly, Q. C., represented the crown, and 
Mr. John Hillyard Cameron represented the 
prisoner. 

Mr. Cameron, at considerable length, 
presented his yiew of the case contending 
that the trial of the prisoner had not been 
a legal or fair one, and that the exceptions 
taken to it on his behalf ought to be 
allowed. 

Mr. Robinson replied on the part of the 
Crown, traversing the arguments of his 
learned friend, and showing that the 
prisoner had been duly ted and legally 
convicted, 

Mr. O'Reilly at four o’clock asked that 
the prisoner should be remanded, and he 
would follow up the arguments for the 
prosecution to-day. 

Their Lordships agreed to the remand, 
and said the care would be resumed again 
at noon to-day. 

THE Conyior Wwatun,—The Leader 
says, the Chief Justice of the Court of Queen’s 
Beneh has announced that he will deliver 
judgment inthe Whalencase onthe 2lst 
inst. The writ of error upon which the argu- 
ments took place has the same effect as a re- 
spite.

The New License Law. 


The new License Bill introduced by the 
Hon. Mr. Wood, and which is likely to 
become the law of the Jand, contains some 
yery important provisions, and materially 
changes the present Act, It enucts that no 
person will be allowed to sell liquor with- 


out a license, and any violation of the law | from the members of the Board of Health, | later than the first of October 1869. 


will be visited with a fine of not less than 
$20, and not to exceed $50. The second 
offence to be punished with three months’ 
imprisonment in gaol; and for the third 
offence the term is to be increased to six 


months. The license fee to be paid to the 
Government remains the same as at present, 
$12, and the licenses are to be stamped on 
paper, to counterfeit which subjects tho 
erpetrator to imprisonment. The Lieut. 
sovernor is to appoint an issuer of 
for each county, city, riding, or other mu- 
nicipality. All tavern licenses are to be 
conspicuously exposed in the bar room of 
taverns, inns, or other places of public 
entertainmont, uader @ ponalty of five dul~ 
lars, for every day's omission. Councils 
will have the power, 1n addition to grant- 
ing of licenses, to limit the number of 
tavern and shop licenses respectively. They 
can also exempt in cities ten, and in towns 
four persons from the necessity of having 
all tavern accommodation required by law. 
They have likewise the power of prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquor in other than houses 
of public entertainment, provided the By- 
law before the final passing, has been ap- 
proved by the electors. Councils have 
likewise the power of regulating the hours 
during which houses of public entertain- 
ment shall be kept open, but they are to 
name a certain hour on Saturday night at 
which taverns shall close and keep closed 
until a certain hour on Monday morning. 
This permission will remedy the evil so 
much complained ofof compelling taverns 
to be closed at seven o’clock on baturday 
evening, as the Council will have the right 
to name the time at which the closing shall 
take place. 

The number of beds each applicant for 
a license shall haye is changed to four, 
and stabling for six horses, The Clerk of 
overy municipality. obliged, under a 
penalty, to furni ‘Giticat titled list of the 
icenses issued, (© Government Issuer 
of Licenses, Thdé Sense for a tavern is 
not to be less than $18 in cities, $11 in 
towns, and $6 50 in townships, and above 
the $12 Government License; but no license 
is to excued $100, unlevs approved of by 
the rate-payers. No Tavern License is to 
be granted except upon petition by the 
applicant, but the old system of obtaining 
the signutures of a certain number of ro- 
sidents is done away with. It will not bo 
lawful for a Chamberlain or Treasurer to 
take money for a certificate until the Pro 
vinelal duty is paid. ‘Yo do so will sub- 
ject him to a penalty of $50 for every 
such offence ; and in addition, if convicted, 
he ia to forfeit his office and be disquali- 
fled to hold any office Jo avy municipality 
for two years, If any member of a Coun 
cil should be convicted of such an offence, 
he would thereby forfeit his seat and be 
ineligible for two years. 

The sum of $2 is to be paid for trangfor 
ring a license, and the Inspector of Licenses 
may consent to the selling of liquor at any 
place by a tavern keeper, out of his bouce, 
if it ia in acoordance with the by-law.

ring Potatoes for Winter. 


Tt is often a matter ot very great pecuni 

ary importance for a farmer to be able to 
keep bis potato crop until spring, Many 
made very handsome ums by pursuing 
this course, the pnst season, Potatoes were 
bought last fall for fifty cents » bushel, and 
those in good order were sold very geueral- 
ly in spring for two dollars, As long as 
the custom of early marketing prevails so 
geverally, the man who cultivates the new 
seeding and stores until spring, will be 
likely to pursue a safe course, Prices are 
generally enough higher to pay for the ex- 
tra hauling, and leave a margin for profit 

They can be stored upon the surface of 
the ground in any position inthe same 
manner as turnips, but this requires much 
care in covering the pits on account of the 
extreme weather that prevails in the best 
potato districts, It is not uncommon for 
the earth to freeze two feet deep, and the 
raising of a mound with walls of that 
thickness over potatoes is a great labor. 
Te has ite advantages however in saying 
carting, and but once bandling, The heaps 
orpita are usually made upon the field 
wheré the potatoes grow and so uear to 

gether that when the potatoes are picked up 
they are taken directly to the heaps, which 
contain from 60 to 100 bushels each as it 
suits the convenience ofthe farmer. A 
light covering of straw is thrown over the 
heup and the earth is put upon the straw, 
making the roof that will shed water and 
keep out the frost. When the farmer wish 
es to keep his potatoes for the spring mar 
ket, this isa good method. Another way 
is to store the potatoes in pits partly below 
the surface, but this can only be done where 
the soil is perfectly drained. There 18 not 
much difference in the labor involved,or in 
the security of the crop against frost. Far- 
mers living near ports, who wish to 
ship their potatoes in the winter, build 
cheap vaults or cellarsin hill sides, that 
will hold from 500 to~ 1600 bushels, The 
vault has @ window and shoot arranged 
for tipping in a cartloud ata time and a 
door is upon the south end for taking the 
potstons out, In New Jersey aud on Long 
‘sland it is quite common to store potatoes 
in the house or barn cellar, to be ready for 
market at any time when the prices suit. 
Immense quantities are stored by dealers 


in the city ot New York, mostly 1n barrels, 
but sometimes in bulk. In cellar storage 
straw should be thrown over them to keep 
out the light. This crop keeps best, away 
from the air,in darkne: and atalow 
temperature, a few degrees above freezing. 
That method is best, which secures these 
conditions most’ perfectly, with the least 
labor and with the least expense.—Ameri— 
can Agricullurist. 


Hudson Bay Company. 


We take the following from the Zuropean 
Times of the 14th instant ;— 

A general court of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company is to be held on November 24th. 
According tothe Permissive Act of last 
Session, the directors report that they have 
been in negotiation for the sale of their 
property to the Dominion of Canada; but 
as we stated last week, no sale is likely to 
be made. The Oregon treaty dispute with 
the United States is still unsettled; and 
Lord Stanley's influence has been sought. 
Trade is reported favourable; and an in- 
terim dividend of 63 per sbare 1s recom- 
mended. 

The Times of the same date says :— 

The following relates to the affairs of the 
Hudson's Bay Company. It isto be re- 
gretted thatthe negotiating parties can-

‘The last annual return of taxes and im- 
ports io England showe-s total of £68,000,- 
000 raised in 1868, of which £44,000,000 
came from customs. Unmanufactured to- 
bacco, of which over £40,000,000 pounds 
were imported, produced £6,359,556; while 
cigars, snuff, cavandish and other manu- 
factures of tobacco yielded less than a 
quarter of a million, bringing up the 
smokers’ contribution to the national strong 
box, £6.590,224. Spirits of all sorts yielded 
£4,801,610, of which by far the greater 
part comes from brandy and unsweetened

Education Committee, 


The members of this Committee met again 
yesterday forenoon in their committee 
rooms, Hon, Mr, Cameron in the chair, 

Tho following rough draft of some of the 
clauses of the Bill respecting high schools, 
to beintroduced into the House—were 
agreed to by the committee : 

From and after the day of 
the Board of Grammar School Trustees in 
cities, towns and villages, shall cease to 
exist, and the Grammar aod Common 
Schoola inthe Municipalities or School 
Divisions, shall be under the management 
of the Boards of Public School Trustees, 
and each of such Boards shall be a Corpor. 
ation, and, in addition to the legal powers 
now possessed by Grammar and Common 
School Trustees, shall succeed to all the 
property, rights, obligations and powers of 
such Boards of Grammar and Common 
School Trustees in such Municipalities or 
School Divisions. 

2. The membera of the Boards of Public 
School Trustees, shall bé elected and class!- 
fied in the manner provided by law for the 
election and classification of Common 
School Trustees in cities, (owns, incorpor— 
ated villages and other School Divisions,as 
the caso may be. The election on the 2nd 
Wednesday of January, 1869, shall be the 
first eloction of such Boards of Public 
School Trastees. 

3. The Grammar Schools shall be desig- 
nated and known as High Schools,in which 
provision shall be made for teaching the 
higher branches of an English education, 
andthe Latin and Greek languages, to 
those pupils whose parents or guardians 
may desire it, according to a programme of 
studies and regulations which sball be pre- 
scribed from time to time’by the Council of 
Public Instruction, with the approval ot 
the Lieut, Governor in Council, 

4, All the provisions of the Grammar 
School Acts shall, as far is consistent 
with the proyisions of this Act, apply to 
High Schools, their trustees, head masters 
aud other officers as fully as they apply to 
Grammar Schools aud their officers; and

ery. 
SUPPOSED TRACKS OF HUMANITY IN THE 
PALEOZOIO AGE. 
There is now on exhibition at the rooms 
of the Society of Natural Sciences, in this 
city, two of the most remarkable discover- 
ies recorded in the annals of science. That 
ia, of course, if a critical examination by 
the leading savants of the scientific world 
shall prove them to be what their discoy— 
erles claim, One is the fossil imprint of the 
foot of a man, or rather the cast ofsuch an 
imprint. It was discovered by a workman 
in « colliery in Western Pennsylvania, in 
the shale overlying a run of coal and un 
derlying two other veins whigh were being 
worked by the company. 16 spot where 
it was found was nearly a mile from the 
pit's mouth, and some three hundred feet 
from the surface. The rock in which it 
was imbedded belongs to the paleozoic 
age It 38 the cast of the left toot of m man 
of ordinary size, and is perfectly defined. 
The foot was evidently protected by a 
sandal or moccasin; the heel, the arch,and 
the ball of the foot, and the lighter de- 
preasion made by the toes are perfect, and 
whether produced by the foot of a man, or 
a freak of dame Nature, the cast 1s as per- 
fectly defined as ifit werethe work of a 
sculptor. 
By a curious coincidence, the society, a 
few days before this donation, received the 
second specimen from the Rey. Samuel 
Cowles of Gowanda, It is a large slab of 
sandstone, on which, stamped in the solid 
rock can be seen the imprint of horses’ 
hoofs, as pertectly preserved as though they 
were but formed yesterday upon the muddy 
bank ofa sluggish stream. There are at 
least half a dozen of these impressions 
varying insize from the track of a full 
grown horse to that of ayoungcolt. They 
point in different directions, as though the 
animals were leisurely walking about crop- 
ping tlie luxuriant grasses of that tropical 
period, some of them being partially oblit- 
erated by the more perfect form of a fresher 
imprint.

6. Each Grammar School already estab- 
lished, and now in operation, shall be held 
to be a High School, according to the 
provisions of this Act, and, as far as the 
fund will permit, it shall be lawful for the 
Lieut..Governor to authorize the estab- 
lishment of additional High Schools upon 
the conditions prescribed by this Act; and 
the preliminary examination of pupil 
candidates for admission in the High 
Schools shall be made by the County or 
Oity Superintendent, on whose certificate 
of qualification pupils shall be eligible for 
admission to the High School. 

7, The Inspector or Inspectors of Gram- 
mar Schools now authorized by law, shall 
be known as the Inspector or Inspectors of 
High Schools. 

8. It may and shall be lawful for any 
County Council to form the whole or parts 
of one or more townships and villages 
within its jurisdiction, into a High School 
district by the ratepayers in the limits of 
which a Board of six Trustees shall be 
elected, In the same manner as are Boards 
of School Trustees in incorporated villages, 
in such place a: such time for the first 
election as may be appointed by the 
Warden of the County, and at such place 
subsequently as may be appointed by the 
said Board; and all the provisions of the 
School Acts relating to the election and suc- 
cession of Trusteey in said High School 
district, as far as is consistent with this 
section; and the Board of Trustees of such 
High School district shall possess all the 
powers within the said district for the 
support and management of their High 
School; and in respect to the County 
Council, a8 are possessed by the Boards of 
Public School Trustees, in incorporated 
villages, in respect to tho support and 
management of the schools under their 
care, and in respect to the municipal coun- 
cil of their pane as provided by 
the School Acts of Upper Canada.

Toronto Gaol. 


One of the Globe's reporters has been imi- 
tating the man, in London, England, who 
feigned vagrancy, and obtained a night’s 
shelter in one of the places provided for 
the poor and homeless in that great city, 
and then gave his experience to the public, 
The reporter of the Globe took it into his 
head to pass a night amongat the vagrants 
and rogues of Toronto, who had earned for 
themselves 4 home in the gaol. To ac- 
complish this he disguised himself, and ob- 
tained a commitment from an accommoda- 
ting Alderman; and in charge of a Police- 
man was taken to gaol. What he saw, 
felt, and the usage lie received, is vividly 


portrayed in a four column article of the 
Globs. We must admit we have no sym- 
pathy with that maudling sentimentality, 
which is ever invoked in favor of the 


roughs of society, nor do we approve of 


that rough coarse treatment towards pris- 
oners, that this reporter shews to be used 
by the underlings of the Toronto gaol, To 
make a prison @ place of terror, it is neces- 
sary that the pusichaenst inflicted should 
be felt. Make o prison a place of good 
living and rollicking, and it would be 
courted rather than shunned. And itis this 
point that is worthy of notice, The report- 
or draws attention to the different treat~ 
ment received by the ordinary prisoner,and 
the murderer Whelan, Speaking of their 
breakfast, he says: 

“At seven o'clock we wore marched into 
breakfast. A lump of badly cooked broad 
alittle salt, and an imperial pint of cold wat- 
or in arusty mug—that fs the fare, While 
I was altting, trying in vain to swallow a 
crumb of thataccursed bread, a murderer 
—one guilty of a most heartless murder 
—sat in the room above me sipping his 
hot coffeo, cramping his toast, and dally- 
ing over his chop. And atdinner whena 
meas of stuffcalled soup, as dark as pitch, 
jet before me, my gentleman murderer, 
enjoying his roast fowl and potatoes, car 
ried daintily upto him ona towelled tray, 
and during all Sunday, when had we (minor 
criminals) dared to sing & hymn, wo would 
have becn sent down below on tho inetant, 
Mr. Whalen was rollicking and laughing 
and singing and enjoylog himself in the 
most epicurean fashion, On what principle 
is this dono.” 

“On what principle,” may well be asked, 
is the cold blooded midnight assassin 80 
gently nnd tenderly treated ? We question 
whother the people of this Dominion would 
justify the course pursued towards him. It 
is unfortunately # fact, that the world is 
too apt to look upon parties who commit 
an extensive swindle, as what is termed 
“clever” and “smart,” while the unfortun- 
ate man who steals food to feed his starving 
children je denounced as a villain and 
thief, And such appears to be the principle 
adopted by our authorities towards the 
greater criminal, The poor unwashed is 
doomed to “black soup” and hard bread, 
while the moat hardened accursed villain 
that has eyor disgraced Canadian prison 
walls, is fed daintily on “ohop" and “fowl.”

But the question suggests itself, bas the 
Local Guverament power to interfere in 
any way with the tenuro by which 
Judges hold their office, While we find 
no clause in the Confederation Act, laying 
down the tenure of office, except for judges 
of the Superior court, we do find that the 
96th clause provides that “the Governor 
“ General shall appointthe Judges of the 
“ Superior, District, and County Courts in 
“ each province ;" and that the 100th clause 
provides that the Domivion Government 
“shall pay their salaries.” Now is it at all 
likely that the Dominion Government, 
which sppoints 4 men ond pays his salary, 
will leave him to the mercies of others to 
be kicked out at any moment. The sup- 
position is preposterous, True the Act 
imposes upon the local government “the 
“administration of Justice in the Province, 
“including the constitution, maintainance 
“and organization of Provincial Courts, 
“both of civil and criminal jurisdiction, 
“and including procedure in civil matters, 
“in those courts.” But there is nothing in 
this giving power to appoint, pay, or 
dismiss judges, They hold office under 
the Dominion Government, and receive 
their pay from Dominion funds, By what 
parity of reasoning then doca Jobn 8, 
freDonald come to the conclusion that the 
local government has the power to dismiss 
Judges of the County Court, in any way, or 
for any crime, Whether it has or not, the 
principle is vicious, and will tend to lower 
and degrade the Bench, should it become 
law; therefore we hope he will be

Winter Work. 


[From the American Agriculturist) 

Live Stock of all kinds should be looked 
to daily; they should be fed and watered 
with the regularity of clock-work. The 
card, brush and curry:comb will, if frequent- 
ly used, not only promote health and clean- 
liness, bat effect a great saving of fudder, 
while at the same time the paradox of 
sharpened appetites will be observed. A 
well-cleaned ox, whose skin has its pores 
thoroughly opened twice a week by the 
friction of the brush and card, feels better, 
and will eat coarser food with a better re~ 
lish then an uncleaned one, and eat it 
cleaner, and it will do him more good.—- 
All kinds of stock should have salt before 
them, so that their natural craying may be 
satisfied. Salt and ashes isa good mixture, 
and a few sods, thrown where the animals 
can work them over, will be mumbled and 
chewed often with a relish which makes it 
evident that it 1s no unnatural appetite, 
but that they get something which the 
pastures would supply in summer, and 
which their systems need equally in the 
winter. 

Cows.—Do not dry off for the mere sake 
of saying labor. It is injurious to the 
milking qualities of both the cows and 
their female offspring. The milk-giving ten- 
dency should be encouraged to the utmost 
if milk 1s an object with the breeder, Feed 
well whether cows are in milk or dry. 


Oxen, it worked, should be kept sharp 
shod, and 

Young Catrie should be maimtained 
constantly growing, and not exposed to the 
weather, if sinfply for the sake of economy 
of fodder and the production of manure. 
We have repeatedly said, pine lumber is a 
great deal cheaper than hay as a means of 
warming stock, for fodder is little besides 
fuel to maintain the internal heat in expos- 
ed animals. 

Honsxs.— We do not believe in keeping 
horses a8 warm as other stock in the winter. 
Always rub down and blanket one that 
comes in wet or tired. Never expose a 
horse to drafts of air, or let him stand in 
the wind, if it can be helped and if obliged 
to leave horses in the wind always blanket 
them. In the stable, pull off the blanket 
soon after a horse is cooled off. A horse 
Ought to have a good portion of hay daily. 
High feeding without it gives him a neater 
barrel, but it is unnsturel— dist, and of 
course less healthful. The good grooming 
and regular care and exercises of city 
horses, and those fed in the same way, make 
good in a measure the defects of this diet, 
while farmers, horses, that live on dry hay 
and corn stalks the winter through, and 
are only brushed offa little, to get the hay 
seed out of their fore-tops, Sundays, remain 
healthy (if they do) on account of their 
more natural fare. 

Swrxe.—As a rule, kill family pork when 
the weather becomes cold enough. It re 
quires so much more feed to make a pound 
of pork in cold weather than when it is 
mild, that it will not peyto-continue the 
fatvening, Market hogs, if they have warm 
quarters, may be held for a short time if the 
markets are crowded, but it generally pays 
better to hold pork for a few days rather 
than swine, if the weather be cold, so that 
it will keep well. 

Suerr.—Feed so as to keep thom gain- 
ing ; if fattening, feed pretty freely, being 
careful that none get too much, and none 
too little grain. A sheep overfed is apt to 
get seriously off its feed and run back so 
that it will hardly recover its former stand 
all winter. Litter the yard freely. 

——— 


Wood Ashes as a Fertilizer, 


This is one of the moat valuable fertilizers 
within reach of the farmer. The unleached 
article has the more potash, but the leached 
is thought to be quite as valuable, In leach- 
ing they shrink a good deal. and lime is 
usually added, which increases their value, 
They are generally sold too at a leas price. 
Ashes are well suited in all farm crops, and 
are beneficial in the fruit yard and orchard. 
Moat farmers atill sell wood ia the cities and 
villages, and rather than go home empty, 
they should carry back aches and other fer- 
tilizers, to replace the potash lime, and 

hosphorous ucid that have been carried off 
in the cropa and animals sold. Ashes show 
immediate effects from their application, 
and at the same time las: long in the soil, 
They are very highly appreciated in the 
onion growing districts, but may be applied 
with equal advantage to ordinary farm crop, 
They should be kept as near the surface ae 
ae spread and harrowed into the seed 

od, or applied directly to the growing 
crops. Make a business of saving, buying, 
and storing ashes during the winter for the 
next senson’s operations,

The city of Alumos, situated in tho 
southern portion of the State of Sonora,

ig from the 15th to 
the 18th ult. From private lotters receiv- 
ed in this city, we translate the follow 
accounts of the destruction and loss 
life 

We have endured awful suffering. Tor- 
renta of rain, for forty-eight hours, inundat- 
ed the city during the greater part of the 
16th and 17th, followed by another torrent 
of forty-eight hours so that the houses not 
in the immediate way of being swept off 
by the force of the swollen floods were 
crushed in by the enormous Quantity and 
the strength of the rain falling upon them, 
Senor Diego Perez measured the water in 
the tank, and found that forty inches had 
fallen inseventy two hours. Alamos is no 
more, You may rest assured that unless 
some new and rich nes are discovered, 
it will never be rebuilt. We are impover— 
ished and ruined. 

Another letter says:—A horrible event 
has struck us with consternation, and ruin- 
ed a large proportion of the inhabitants of 
this city. On the 15th it commenced to 
rain, and after seventy-two hours, at ten 
o'clock at night, sluices and dams on the 
mountain broke loose, a furious wind arose,

The New School Bill. 


The new School Bill introduced by Hon. 
Mr. Cameron, and which has had its first 
reading, embodies the principal suggestions 
made by the Chief Superintendent of Edu- 
cation before the Parliamentary Commit- 
tee. The changes contemplated are very 
important, and in order that the public may 
understand the character of these changes, 
we make a synopsis of the Bill. * 

The office of Local Superintendent ot 
Schools in townships, cities, towns and yil- 
lages, is to be abolished. In each County 
or Union of Counties, there shall be a Su- 


perintendent, and in case of such Counties 
haying more than one hundred Common 
Schools, a second Superintendent may be 
appointed; eachCity shall be a County. The 
Superintendent is to be nominated by the 
City and County Councils,and the Lieuten 
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The New School Law.

Un the second day of December, 1852, 
when Napoleon turned France over and 
brought the empire uppermost and the re- 
ublic beneath, several members of the 
National Assembly retused to acquicsce in 
this transaction,and went into the streets in 
order to rouse the people to resistance. —

their own Lands, principally, erected a bar- 
ricade in the street of St. Margaret. A 
detachment from the 19th Regiment was 
sent ugaint them, On the approach of the 
soldicrs the deputies laid aside their fire- 
arms, and one of their number, Charles 
Baudin, mounted the barricade, and pro- 
ceeded to read from the constitution of the 
republic, which France had declared to be 
perpetual. The battalion halted and lis- 
tened while Baudin undertook ,to show 
them that they were disobeying the su- 
preme law of. the land, The ‘leader grew 
impatient under the infliction of a legal 
lecture, and made asign. Baudin fell,shot 
in the head. A fight was made for the 
hody. The soldiers carried it off and 
buried it. The grave ofthis man was un- 
known until last summer ; when in the 
cemetery, some friends cast flowers upon it, 
M. Berryer, who has just died, was called

very existence, And the people alone canset 
tle this question, Their will in the case will 
readily create aright. These Colleges have 
a right to bea part of the public system, if 
the people say-so. It is not the denunciation» 
of the Globe and Leader, or even the nasertion 
of abstract principles by Parliament that 
create aright in the matter ; it is the will o! 
the people thatis the foundation of righi 
“here, Ir they want their education through 
secular Colleges alone, they have a right to 
it. Ifthey want it through denominational 
colleges alone, they havearight to lt. Ll 
they wish to combine the two, secular and 
denominational, ina natural system, they | 
have a right to the combination. Now from 
the facts of the case, wo have always under. 
stood the last form, the combipation of the 
two, to be the willof thepeople. A minority 
preferred secular education, and they have 
‘Toronto College and Toronto University. The 
vast majority of the people preferred educa: 
tion in denominational Colleges, even though 
they wentto another denomination than 
their own for it, and hence nearly every de 
nomination has founded its College and set 
it at work among the institutions of the 
country. Now alter'the expense of their es- 
tablishment and maintenance, are these in 
stitutions. to be put under disabilities, to be 
deprived of legal recognition, to be indeed 
outlawed? And for what? Not because at 
is the will of the people. Not because it is a 
saving of public money; Not because it gives 
the best education tothe greatest number. 
But because the Toronto papers and the To 
ronto Colleges are combined to keep up an 
extravagant expenditure of the people's 
money in Toronto ;*to turn: indeed all the 
streams that should fertilize the whole land 
upon the Toronto Gardens. If {t be a ques- 
tion of expense, the Toronto Colleges have 
been receiving from sixty to eighty thousand 
dollars per annum, while all’ the other Col: 
leges in the country altogether, have received 
only abont twenty thousand. Thus for one 
fourth of the money they haye done more 
than four times the amount of work; forthey 
have vastly more than four times as many 
Professors, or four times the number of Stu 
dents. Ali this admitted, the airquickly re 
sounds with theshar, 
Professors are better than yours! Ours are 
first rate Professors; yours are only thirdand 
fourth rate men, And then our graduates! 
Why, they know something! But yours 
come out dubbed ignoramuses,” And on this 
all the changes are rapidly and continuously 
sounded from the coarse growl to the sharp 
yelp. Well! simple rainded. as we. are and 
unable to spring in to these lofty regions of 
flourish and bray, wa must crawl low down 
on the ground that common people walk on; 
they call it the ground of fact, where things 
are taken just as they are. No doubt the 
State in its College where it pays $4,000 or 
$5,000 to each Professor per annum, can get 
these or four fold better men than the Church 
ean for $500 or $1,000 per annum. Some how 
or other, it has always been so, and we can't 
help it. The Charch is always getting third 
and fourth rate men forits work; such as 
Chalmers, and Paley,and Spurgeon, and Pun- 
shoo;and Wesley and Luther. There is a 
wad fatality about it. We sigh over it. But 
it seems Ifa man devotes himself any where 
toa Charch, even in its College, he is right 
off third rate. So wo must give up the ques 
tion of Professors. But then as to graduates 
we dare look abroad upon the professions of 
the country, and see who are the prominent 
men. Have not tho Colleges outside of To- 
ronto that have been in existence long enough 
thelr fallehare? How isitin the present 
Parliament? How was it in the debate onthe 
Colleges? Where was the ability and the ar 
gument? With Clarke or Beatty of Victeria, 
or with Rykert of Toronto College? Among 
the friends of theColieges where was the force 
and elegance? With Cumberland and Lauder? 
or with Secord with his beautiful change upon 
tbat venerable classic allusion so closely con. 
nected with the infants Komulus and Remus, 
and the founding of imperial Rome? Then 
finally if it be a question of Collegiate edu 
cation toas many as possible, it is known to 
all that three tinies as many proceed to do- 
grees under the present arrangement as would 
jo 80, ere all forced to Voronto. The efforts 
of the Church and the parent’s sense of gafety 
vwombing, to educate many that otherwise 
would gowithout. The Church bearing a 
large sbaro of the expense, Highor education 
is put within reach of many that could not 
otherwise obtain it. So these Colleges edu 
cate vastly more of our youth than the To. 
ronto College, and at vastly leas expense to 
the country. Suppose wo establish two more
